him vncill ſuretic be founden by him , (he ſaid complenant al- 
wayes giuing his oath before the Juſtice that he hes jult caule 
to dread him harme ) and all ſuch ates and boundes ſhall be 
keeped in recorde by him, and he (hall make delyxerie of rhe 
ſame to the Clerk of the Peace at the next Sefſions to be keep 
and regiſtratby him.

If any perſon being charged to make his appearance before a 
Juſtice of Peace, and ſhall refuſe or delay without juſt cauſe : It 
the partic be a landed Gentle-man,then the Juſtice whoſe com- 
mand is contemned ſhal informe the ſame to ſome of the Lords 
of his Majeſtics privie Councell , tothe etfett the partic of the 
ate foreſaid may be called and fyncd for his diſobedience. 

ndit the diſobeyar be of a meaner degrec , the Juſtice ſhall 
hereby haue power to commandthe next Conſtable with aili- 
ance oftheCountrie to bring any ſuch partic before tnm. 

IILL. 

If cither Schirefor Baillic ſhall condemne any perſon in a 
Blooa wyte , or otherwyſe conviet himin any paine proper for 
him to impone , the Juſtices ſhall haue no power of new to 
fyne that offender for that offence, bur if they ſhall finde the

And concerning thele perſons of heigher degree,the 
ſaids Commiſſionars and luſtices ſhall vic alltheur power con- 
forme to their commiſſion and inſtructions for preventing and 
ſiaying ot the ryortes 3 commanding the attempters inhis Ma- 
jelties Name to cealc and to finde caution tor keeping of the 
peace, and for thcir appearance before hus Majeſties Councell, 

VII. 

The ſaids Commiſſionars and luſtices ſhall put his Maje- 
ſties actes of Parliament to duc and full execution againſt ma- 
ſtertull beggers and vagabounds , ſolitaric and ydle men and 
wemen, lurking in ail-houſes , tycd to no cerraine ſervices, de- 
{1gncd,reput and halden as al pou og and they ſhal purwhe 
andfyne their reſerters accordinglicby competent paines. 

VILI. 

The Commiſſionars and Iuſtices of peace are hereby au- 
thorizcd with powerand authoritic to giuc order(according as 
they ſhall thinke moſt convenient, and with leaſt greete to the 
ſubjectes) for mending of all hie waycs and common paſlages 
to or from any market cownes Within that Shyrez and "4

The faids Commiſſionars and Juſtices ſhall put the ates 
of Parliament to execution againſt toreſtallers and regraters of 
markets, and (hall proceed againit them accordingle. 

X I. 

Becauſc there are ſundric vnaeceſlarie ail-houſes in the 
Countrie,vvhilks are the reſct of ſundrie maſterles men and re- 
belles at the Horne and others perſons guilne of divers crymes 
and arc the cheetcit occalion ofthe ſtouthes, reiftes and pykric 
committed al{well in the day as night vpon his Majeſties good 
lub;cCtes travelling in the Countric. The ſaids Commithio- 
nars and Juſtices thall rake order with them, and miniſtcr 

juſtice vpon them conforme to the Lawes of the Realme. 
XII. 

Whereas the workmanſhip of ſundrie Craft{-men in burgh 
or landward is neither ſufficient,nor doth it keepe any conſtant 
and reaſonable pryce, that ſo the Craftſ-men may ſell with ad- 
vantage cneugh, but they exaQt ofthe Leiges whar they pleale.

The Commuthonars and Juſtices of Peace thall according 
to their di{cretions appoynt pryces to be tane tor any horle or 
man tortheir paſlage over any Ferry inthat Counuc, and ſhall 
call and punuthe all contraveinars. 

XVIL 

They (hall take order that all Lipper-folkes ſhall be ſeque- 
ſtrat and not ſufferedto hauc reſet in any publict company, and 
(hall ſer down order tor their intertainment, to be levayed out 
of thg Countrie in ſuch torme as they thal think mcer with lealt 
"cou and harme to the lubjects. 

XVIII. 
They ſhall ſer down order for governance in tune of Pages

They ſhall appoynt at their quarter Seſſions to be keept in

workmen and ſervants, and who ſhall retuſe ro ſerue vpon the 
prycethen ſer down by them, ſhall be impriſoned, and tarther 
puniſhed atrhe luſtices diſcretions.

The Commiſſionars and luſtices of peace in every countie 
ar their quarter Seſſions, ſhall reſolue what number of Iayles 
or Priſons are fit and neceſſareto be inthat Schyre , andthe 
beſt and moſt commodious places for the ſame, and where ei- 
ther thelc Tayles be preſentlic wanting, or otherwyle not ſufh- 
cienteneugh tor conteining of priſoners, and ſo requiring to be 
builded,or otherwilc to be enlarged & amended they thal con- 
clude and refolue vpon a certain ſumme of money, which may 
fullie perfite and accompliſhe theſe workes, and then by dittri- 
burion thereot according to their diſcretions , ſhall rate every 
ſufticient perſon withinthe ſame ſhyre, either in land or goods 
ro a certaine proportion of money, for building, enlarging or 
helping of the (aids priſons and layles,according to their means 
and habilities; and ſhall appoynt collectors for ingaddering of 
the ſame, oft whom they hall take goode-ſuretics for making 
duc accomprand payment , and ſhall appoynttwo orthree of 
their owne number dwelling moſt neereto he place wherethe 
faids priſons are to be builded or repared, to haue the direion 
or charge of the ſaids workes, who vpon finiſhing thereof ſhall 
deliver mtheir accompts of the deburſings to the whole Bach 
at their next ſitting. And tor recoverie and vp-lifting of al fuch 
lummes that every one ſhall be aſſiſed vnto, The Lords of his 
Majeſties Councell and Sefon ſhall dire ſummar charges of 
horiing and poyriding at the inſtance of ſuch as ſhall be ap- 
ag pointed

X Xl. 

And becauſe there be a great many priſoners apprehended 
and coinmitted, who hauing no meanes of their owne for their 
maintenance and entertainment, will otherwiſe ſterue and fa- 
miſhe before they Can Come to their tryell , whonottheleſle 
in regardec of the crymes they haue commir: ed, can no way be 
put vnder ſuzctic,or otherwile in faults of lefſe conſequence ate 
vnable to finde ſuffic tent caution to be made forth-comming 
and an{werabie at the next Seſſhon. Therefore it ſhall be lavwful 
to the ſaids Commuſſonars and Juſtices at their quarter Se(- 
ſions to rate ev ery Paroche within the Shyre for a weceklic pro- 
portion for the entertainment of thoſe poore prifoncrs, pro\ $9 
ding they doc not exceed the ſumme of five Milling Scortes 
money at mo{t, nor vnder one (lulling at lcaſt; which ſummes 
(hall be vp- lified for that vic by the Miniſter or Reader , who 
ſhall ſeruc at every Paroche , from ſuch Deacons wha ſhall be 
appoynted to colle@ the ſame: and the aids ſummes to be de- 
Ivered by the Conſtable of the Paroche atthe quarter Scſhons 
in prelence of the whole Benche then conveined to ſuch per- 
ſons as the (aids Juſtices ſhall truſt there with, and who accor- 
dingly ſhall make dev accompt thereof in paying the Jaylers 
ſuchrates as ſhall be allowed for the poore priſoners, and in 
making the reſt forth-commnng tor ſuch vic and intent of the 
lyke nature,as the ſaids Juſtices (hall appoint.

matters capitall chey (hall no way proceed without a ſpecial di- 
rection and commilhion {cnt trom the Councel to them, or any 
of them tor that cttect. 
XXLIIT. 

They ſhall appointe a ſuthcient colleAor for vp-lifting the 
fynes and penalues which tha!! be impoled vyon any oftcuder 
and arc fo take caution of him tor making due accompr.

The ſaids fynes are to be made forth-comming, either to 
his Ma'icfhes vie, or totuch Lords of Regaline, or other Lords 
Prelats or ſmall Barons , as by tbeir mtcttrment and heriable 
rights can jultl;c challenge or clame any right to thc Laine. 

XXVI. 

The Commiſſionars and Luſtices of Peace, induring the 
tyimcot their Scetſions, thall hauc tor everie day of their aboad, 
(to it doe not exceed the number of three daves at the molt at 
one tyme) al'owed to cach of them tourtic thillings Scors mo- 

icy daylic, to be vp-lifred and payed by the collector of the 
tyncs, burneither Earle, Bithoppe, Lord, Prvic Counlcller, 
or Sciltoner tha!l haue any allowance and all tuch Juſtices 
a5 hauc the benekire of that allowance, and ſhall be ablcntirom 
every ordi:zare quarter Selſtons, or when otherwyle he 15 Jaw- 
tullic requyred by the Cuſtos Rytu/orum to any particular mee- 
ting Hall mcurrethe penaltic of tourtie pounds Scots money, 
not being lawinlle exculed, and the exculc allowed by the 
rclt of the Julitces there aſſembled. 
XXVIL. 
It is alwayes conlidered that theſe.a!lowances to the 
Commillionars of the Peace, ſhall be ratablic vp-litted of all

ANENT C(ONSTABLES

HE Conſtables are to be 
made choile of by the Com- 
miſſionares and Juſtices of 
Peace intheir quarter {cfſhons 
through out the whole Coun- 
tric, two at lcaſt inevery Pa- 
roche , or moe according to 
their dilcretions, having con- 
{1deration ofthe qualiticther- 
of. Ingreattownes lykwyle 
(not being Cuties nor tree 
_ Burghs) they are to appoynte 
the number of Conſtables proportionallic tothe greatnes ther- 
of ; but in all Burghs Regall and free Citries, the Conſtables 
are to be choſen by the Magiltrates of the ſame, and they arc to 
indure,and to be changed trom ſax moneths to ſax moneths, 
IT. 

Any who ſkal refuſe to accept the charge, andnot to giue his 
oath tor Cueritul execution therot,thal be unpriſoned and fined 
at the diſcretion of the Juſtices of peace attheir nextlitting, 


ItI. 
The Conſtables ſhall take the Oath following. 
JOY hail ſwcare , that you sball fairhfullie and rruclie 
diſcharge your office of Conſtabulary within the Parochin 
of,07c. induring the tyme appoynted to you, and Shall not 
for fauour,reſpett or feare of any man, forbeare to doe what 
becommeth you of your office ; and aboue all things you shall 
regarde 


THE CONSTABLES, 
regarde the keeping and preſerumg of the Kings Majeities 
Peace ; and shall at eyerte quarter Seſions and meetings of 
Tuſlices gine true and due information of any breach which 
hes bene made of his Majcſtics Peace, within the boundes of 
your commandement, and shall no way hyde, coper nor con- 
ceale the ſame , nor any of the proofe ; and evidences which 
you can giue for the clearing and proouing thereof, So helpe 
you GOD, 
ITIT. 

Any of his Majcſtics ſubjects wha ſhall refuſe or dclav to 
concure with the Conſtable in executing of his othce, (hal! be 
unpriſonned and punithed by the Commiſhonars and Juſtices 


or otherwyle cenlured and {cverche punithed by his Majeftics 
Councell according to the quahitic of the offence. 


All the Conſtables, at the leaſt one of every Paroche,inſtru- 
Qed with commuſſion to anſwere for the reſt within the ſame 
Paroche ſhall attend at every quarter Seſſion, there to giue in- 
formation of all ſuch miſdemanors as hauc hapned in thoſe 
bounds ſince the laſt ſeſſion, and otherwiſe to giue to the Bench 
farther ſatisfaction ir any thing wiictein they ſhal be required, 
and toreccauc trom the {aids OR RA at the end of the 
Seſſions ſuch orders and directions as they ſhall then enjoyne 
and appoynt them to doe. 


VI. 

A Conſtable may apprehend any ſuſpe& man, who for the 
molt part flecperh al day and walketh in the night,aud cary him 
tothe next Iuſticc of peace , to finde ſovertic for his good be- 
haviour, or otherwiſe to be commitrtedto priſon. 

VII. 

A Conſtable ſhall arreiſt any perſon (orher then ſuch who 

oy) 
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in regarde of their office and charge are authorized to doe the 
ſame) who ſhalbe found wearing Hagburs,Viſtolers and Dags 
and ſhall carie them before a Commititonar of Peace, who 1s 
either to take ſuerctic for their appearance the next Sefſion,or 
committhem priloners vntill they doe the ſame. 

V III. 

If any partie doe complaine to a Conſtable that he is threat- 
ned by an other,then thallthe Conſtable apprehend the threat- 
ner, and cary him with the partie complenant before the next 
Co:nmiſfionar of Peace; andit he refulc ro goethen thal they 
cary him to priton. 

IX. 

Vpon appearance of any fray or ſtur berriix parties,the_ 
Conſtable may take vato him the aſſiſtance of his neigbours 
for ſundering of the partics. And ifthere be any harme done 
to the Conſtable , or any of his alliſtances by them who made 


affray, they ſhall be puaithed by the Juſtices atthe next ſitting, 
X 


When one hath made an affcay,and then fleeeth to an hovſe, 
the Conſtables may break open the doores thereot; and albeit 
he ſhuld flec farther without the dounds of his charge,yer may 
the Conſtable follow and apprehend himina freſh «M6 

XI. 

Conſtables ſhall ſtay and arreiſt all vagabounds, fturdie 
beggers and Egiptians , and cary them No: on the next Com- 
m:(},onar of Peace , who ſhall rake order for their committing 
or puniſhment , according to ſtatute of Parliamcanr. 

XII. L 
Conſtables ſhall arreiſt all ydle perſons whom they know 
to haue no meanes to liue vpon, and yct willnot be-take them- 
ſcluesto any labor, trade or occupation, and ſhall cary them 
before a Commithonar of Peace, who after examination, ſhall

Any Conſtablch avirg apprchenced a perſon guiltie and 
culpable of {1 avghter murtkgr,thitt,or any other capital cryme 
what fo ever, ſhall then requyre h:sneighbours to affiſttor ſaif 
convoying of ſuch perlonsto the next Commuſſionar , who 
ſhall then examine the partic, ard fer downe 13 depoſition in 
wryting, to be ſhowne atthe next Seſſions, and thereafter ſhall 
ſcnd hun faite back to priſon. Andit anc Noble-man, Prelat 
or {ma!l Baron, or any in their names hauing power, ſhall ac- 
clame the right of juriſdiction to proceed againſt the delin- 
quent. The {xd Juſtice ſtall reccauc lurctic of the ſaid partic 
who requyreth the detender to be delyvered vnto him, that 
juitice hall be duche munſtcd , and cauſe delyveric of the {aid 
xcrfon be made vnto hin. Alwayes the ſaid Commiſſonar 
of Juſtice, atihe next Scfſions (Nall certifie the haill mat- 
ter tothe Benche, to the cftect they may inquyre 
luthcr juſtice hes accordinghe bene mint- 
ſtred; and it any fault be tounden, to 
advertiic his Majeſtics Councel 
that order may be taken 
therte-with.
